“In 1T92, EH W hitney invented the 
cotton fin, a machine for the rapid 
separation of seed Jtrom the cotton**;— 
Thompson’s U. S. History, p. 231. 
W hat the reaper-hinder 
m eant 
to 
wheat raisers and bread eaters *r jwhat 
the sewing machine means to cloth 
m fkers, the power press to printers, 
etc. the invention of the cotton gin 
means to the world, and to 'th e cotton 
farm ers and their families. It has been 
ruly said th at before 
Mr. 
W hitney 
produced his m ighty invention, chil­ 
dren did not listen to bed time stories 
such as appear in the Daily, but th at 
they sat ^p to a late bed time -u n til 
they had filled their shoes with reeds 
picked by hand from the seed-cotton. 
(Boys who were ‘bad’ picked a boot­ 
leg full, h*ncc the term “bootlegger”. 
Now, in this age, when we claim we 
, have less spare time than the ancient* 
ju st a few moments hum of our im­ 
proved cotton gins, apd presto, the 
cotton is ready to bale. 
And in pass­ 
ing it may be added th at the lint cot­ 
ton is baled in a few minutes, and 
in a short time compressed, and in 
few hours on its way to the ocean and 
thence to the world m arkets. 
Im provem ents Over W hitney’s Idea. 
^The same history th at announces 
W hitney’s invention, gives a wood cut 
picture of it—th a t “tracks” exactly 
with w hat F. S. H unt said, viz., Whitf- 
Tney’s gin was just two revolving cyl­ 
inders. 
The first one 
carried 
the 
‘knife like saws,’ the second was a 
faat revolving brush, that stripped the 
cotton from the knife like saws,’ the 
second was a fast revolving brush, 
that stripped 
the cotton from the 
knife saw cylinder.” 
The latest invention in the way of 
a gin, sucks the cotton out 
of 
the 
farm er’s wagon, and spreads it on a 
spiked apron, which apron as it moves 
forward deposits the cotton, where it 
is grasped by the gin saws. 
These 
saws are too close together for cot­ 
ton seeds to get between them, and 
they tear the lint from the seeds. The 
seeds,fall into a place prepared for 
them , but the fleecy staple is carried 
forw ard, and w ithout the touch of 
hum an hand by suction is placed in a 
baling press. 
W hitney’s old gin was 
fed by hand, and the lint was removed 
■ 
from it by hand—a slow hot, dusty, 
laborious task, almost as bad by com­ 
parison of modern ginning, as was the 
old old way of picking put the cotton 
seed by hand, one by one.

JUST A CASE OF MORE 
SUPPLY THAN DEMAND. 
Press dispatches bring the news of the suspen­ 
sion of the Huntsville Telegram. 
One statement 
says that the paper will not appear again. Hunts­ 
ville, Alabama, is one of the largest of the so- 
called smaller cities of the South. 
Counting its 
cotton mills, which with few exceptions, are out­ 
side the city HntfU, But In the district, Huntsville 
must have a popula ton of well over twenty thous­ 
and inhabitants—a larger number of people than 
now claimed for Albany and Decatur. 
None of 
the accounts of the failure of the Telegram charge 
that its management was not good, or that it was 
not a good and readable newspaper, anxious for 
the upbuilding of Huntsville and the betterment 
of its subscribers, advertisers and all its patrons 
and well wishers. So no conclusion remains but to 
say that the supply of newspapers in Huntsville 
exceeded the demand, and the ability and willing­ 
ness of the people -to support two daily papers. It 
is the same old story. Too many newspapers for 
the number of available subscribers and adver­ 
tisers. 
What has taken place at Huntsville re­ 
cently, has taken {dace there several times. And 
all over the country it has been proven over and 
ever again that none but the large cities can hope 
to sustain more than one daily paper, and still 
have the best interests of all concerned served to 
the best advantage. 
The Albany-Decatur Daily management regrets 
to see the failure of the Telegram. It was one of 
the brightest, cleanest and most progressive of the 
small dailies that came to our exchange table.

The issue on which the Wisconsin primary was 
fought, in the last analysis, was La Follette’s 
record against Harding’s record.

men ever serving in North Alabthna. 
He itow is line iniperior «>5 the entire 
district 34, with headquarter* in Bir­ 
mingham. The story follow*:

1). Gary, line inspector of District 34, 
A, T. A T, Co., headquarter* Birming­ 
ham, Ala., are interesting and carry 
one back to the early day* of telegra­ 
phic and telephonic communication. 
Jim began HI* first job on February 
1, 1884. with the Western Union Com­ 
pany at Nashville, Tenn., In the capne 
ity of gioumhnan. 
He assisted in 
stringing the first copper wire in the 
south, between Memphis and Chatta- 
noga. 
Cypress ladder*‘were used to 
mount the pole*, instead of our present 
day climber*. A small hand vise was 
used in making, connections In the 
wire, instead of the modern connec­ 
tors.

From 1884 until 1908 he was em­ 
ployed with the Western Union Com­ 
pany, the Cumberland Tel. and Tel. 
Company and the East Tennessee Tel­ 
ephone company. 
In October, 1910, 
he wa* employed by the A. T. A T. 
Co. at Decatur, Ala., a# section line- 
man. He served In this capacity until 
1914 when, due to his conscientious 
effort*, he was promoted to his pres­ 
ent position. 
In September, 1915, the company 
experienced one of the severest trop­ 
ical storms in it* history along th* 
southern coast of Louisiana* Missus, 
ippi and Alabama. Jim at that time 
\VSs at Decatur, Ala. supervising th# 
cutting of trees on the 
Nashvillb- 
Montgoniery line. The chief teethoard 
man reported that we had lost all 
wires into New Orleans, and Jim was 
requested to get all the men and ma­ 
terial together and arrange to go to 
New Orleans immediately. 
Arriviing in Hattiesburg, Miss., on 
the afternpon of the $Hh, 
with 
a 
eoach load of men arid a baggage car 
load of tools and material, he found, 
to his disappointment, that the New 
Orleans and Northeastern 
Railroad 
Company had annulled ail trains be­ 
tween Hattiesburg and 8114*11, La. 
Gary immediately got in touch with 
the railway superintendent, the mas­ 
ter of trains and the <sWef train dis­
